BERLIN, May 11.—(By Atlantic Cable. 
Associated Press Copyright, 1895.) In view 
of the rejection Dy the Reichstag of para- 
graph “111 of the Anti-rev®lutionary Bill, 
which practically @éailed the fate of that 
measure, nobody was curprized when the 
Reichstag today, after rejecting~para- 
graph 112, refused to further discuss the 
bi, and all ite amendments were with- 
draws. Then the entire bill, paragraph 
by paragraph, was Tejected, without de- 
bate, and the Reichstag adjourned. 

Though the rejection of the Anti-revolu- 


thonary Bill did @ot surprise anybody who}. 


has followed the popular agitation agains: 
it, and, although the rejection yestercay. of 
paragraph 111 iopelesely emasculatei the 
bill, the diatussion of the other sections 
was to drag along for a time, as the gov- 
ernment did. mot intend to withdraw the 
measure, although continuance cf the de- 
bate only proiffieed further humiliation 
for the government, therefore the coup de 
grace administefed to the unpopular bill 
today ,was..a relfef to all concerned.

The majority, in the gayest spirits, 
rejected each paragraph as it was put 
from the chair. When the last paragraph

AWFUL MORTALITY. 


UNGAVA BAY INDIANS DIE OF 
STARVATION. 


Over One Hundred and Sixty | of 
Them Have Perished in One 
Season—Relief from rthe 
Canadians. 
@ssociated Press Leaned-wire Service 
QUEBEC, May 11.—Officied reports from 
the vicinity of Fort Chimo, a Hudson Bay 
trading-post, on Ungava Bay, show. that 
two thirds of the entire tribe of Mon- 
tagniac Indlans trading at the port have 
perished of starvation in Ome season—over 
160 number. As usual among Indians, 
the men die first, 


The few white people at Fort Chimo and 
the officers and crew of the Hudson Bay 
Company's steamer Eric, wintering there, 
took up a collection to clothe survivors 
who were as destitute of clothes as they 
were of-food.

EX-CONGRESSMAN BLAND 0. 
FREE COINAGE. 


Colorado’s Substitute Silver Dele- 
gates—Democrats Call a Confer- 
ence at Des Moines--Egan 
and Depew.

DENVER, May 11.—The Hon. Rich 
ard Bland, the Missouri ex-Con- 
gressman, opened his Colorado lecture 
tour in this city tonight. An audience 
that filled the spacious Broadway 
Theater greeted the silver champion, 
who was happily introduced by Sena- 
tor Teller, with long-continued ap- 
plause, and gave the closest attention 
throughout his address, the delivery 
of which occupied nearly two hours. 
It .was a notable fact that fully half 
of those in attendance were women. 

“I have chosen for my subject,” said 
Bland, after acknowledging his mag- 
nificent reception, ““The Fight , of 
Twenty Years in Congress for the Free 
Coinage of Silver and the Fight Yet 
to Come.’ This is the first time I have 
ever visited a silver-mining State since 
tRis twenty-year battle began. I have 
no interest whatever in the State’s 
producing the precious metals, and no 
sympathy for them beyond the interest 
and sympathy I have in our common 
country. The losses which your silver- 
producers have sustained on account 
of the demonetization of silver are not 
to be compared with the losses of the 
fermers of - Missouri.in the fall of 
prices of farms and the products of 
the soil, consequent, as we believe, 
upon the demonetization of silver.” 

Bland prefaced his review of the 
twenty-year battle for silver with an 
account of the manner in which iis 
demonetization was accomplished and 
gold established as the unit of value 
by the act of 1873. 

“While it is evident,” he said, “from 
the manner in which this revolution 
in our monetary system was accom- 
plished, that it was done in an indi- 
rect and stealthy maner, yet it was 
the most important and far-reaching 
legislation on money ever enacted by 
our government.” 

The lecturer then reviewed full all 
the attempts made in Congress to re- 
monetize silver after the effects of the 
act of 1873 became known. He said 
that the Free Coinage Bill of 1877, 


which was vetoed by President Hayes, | 


was voted for by Mr. Carlisle of Ken- 
tucky, now Secretary of the Treasury; 
Mr. Foster of Ohio, who was Secretary 
of the Teasury under President Har- 
rison's administration; Mr. Herbert; 
now Secretary of the Navy; Mr. Mc- 
Kinley, now Governor of Ohio; Mr. 
Mills of Texas, now a Senator from 
that State, and Mr. Morrison of Iili- 
nois, now Interstate Commerce Com- 
missioner. “The fact,” added Mr. 
Bland, “that most of these gentlemen’ 
if not all of them, have changed their 
views on this question, should be. at- 
tributed to the uncertainty of human 
ypinicg and the action of public men, 
for surely the necessity of silver res- 
toration is as meritorious and urgent 
now as it was then.” 

Regarding the reveal of the Sher- 
man silver-purtchase law, Bland said 
that impartial history would show that 
this result was secured by methods 
‘most reprehensible and deplorable, 
The monéyed power of this country 
and Europe had sought to bring the 
American people and the representa- 
tives into complete subjection. . 
The vast debts throughout the country 
‘were pressed for collection, and when 
debtors went to the banks to secure 
loans to meet their obligations, they 
were coolly told that it was not safe 
to loan money until the repeal of the 
purchase clause of the Sherman act. 

“The friends of gold monometallism 
insisted that the repeal of the purchase 
elause of the Sherman act would re- 
store confidence throughout the coun- 
try, invite an inflow of gold to our 
shores, and would bring universal 
prosperity. Just the reverse has oc- 
curred. We have sold bonds to the 
amount of $112,000,000 since the re- 
peal in order to check the flow of gold 
from our shores, and to maintain the 
single gold standard The gold mono- 
metallists have given the people an 
object lesson indeed—one that they 


| will not forget; an object lesson that 


has been the best educator in favor 
of bimetallism that could have possi- 
bly taken place. 

“In all the great battles in Congress 
on the silver question, the Southern 
people, while enthusiastic for silver, 
have had that sympathy and enthusi- 
asm clouded with the dread of force 
bills or Federal interference with the'r 
local self-government. Fortunately, 
however, in the great battle over the 
Force Bill in the Senate, the Senators 
of the West, and especially of the gold 
and silver-mining States, in their op- 
position to this measure, which re- 
sulted in its final overthrow and de- 
feat, have given assurance to the peo- 
ple of the South that their political 
reliance, both for safety of their home 
government and their prosperity on 
economic questions, point to the West. 

“The day has now come when war 
issues cannot longer dominate our pol- 


the greatest battle to be fought in this 
country and the world over. This vast 
country Of ours, of forty-four imde- 
pendent States .and other vast terri- 
tory. with over $70,000,000,000 of 
wealth and with a population of 70,- 
000,000 of people, increasing at the 
rate of more than a millicn annually, 
is strong enough to maintain {ts own 
monetary system, to open the mints to 
the free coinage of gold and silver, 
and thus again restore, not only to 
ourselves, but to the world, the old 
order of things, by which gold and 
silver circulated side by side, aiding 
and supporting each other in giving 
labor employment and effecting the 
exchanges of commerce. 

“In conclusion, attention should be 
called to the fact that heretofore no 
President since 1873 has been a frie #4 
of silver. The battle to be fought, and 
the all-important point to gain, is to 
secure’a President who will sign a 
free-coinage bill if sent to him. amd 
will not use the power and patronage 
of his office to prevent such a bill com- 
ing to him, but, on the contrary, will 
reconpmmend such legislation. If we 
cam once secure such a President, the 
battle is won. To this point aH our 
energies in the future must be 4i- 
rected. It is not my purpose, and 
would be out of place in a nton-par- 
tisan lecture or speech of this char- 
acter, to indicate how that may be 
brought about. further than to express 
the hope that every true friend of the 
free coinage of silver will make a firm 
resolve, and stand to it. that he will 
net support in any manner a Pregi- 
dential cadidate, no matter how nomi- 
pated or what party platform he

The next night Conductor James Finn 
was put to sleep and charmed out of 
his watch while on Hudson's car, but 
Hudson became bold, and told two 
men how he got the victims’ watches, 
and where he had pawned them. The 
watches were recovered and Hudson 
arrested. 

Scale in Pear Trees. 

(Pacific Tree and Vine:) A scale which 
resembles, in some respects, the old San 
Jose scale or pernicious scale, has been 
increasing somewhat on old pear trees. 
We discovered it some years ago, and 
sent specimens to the State Board of 
Horticulture, where they were examined. 
It was at first called the clouded scale, 
but it seems it is not. It hides under the 
moss, and differs from San. Jose scale in 
appearence by the fact that the body of 
the scale under the armor is brownish 
purple instead of yellow as the Sal Jose 
scale is. 

E. M. Ehrhorn has been conducting 
some examinations on this scale, and cor- 
responding with some European  ento- 
mologists, and comes to the conclusion 
that this scale was imported from Italy 
where it is found on pear trees, and is 
called there Aspidiotus Piricola, Del 
Guercio. It most infests trunks and 
lower limbs, which should be well scraped 
to free from moss. when the twice- 
stabbed ladybird will feed on it. . 


Some Orange Figures. 

(San Bernardino Sun:) L. C. Waite-of 
Highland ‘has made public the following 
returns from 494 Washington navel trees, 
eight years old, growing on five acres. 
He finished picking last week. crop 
was 2400 boxes, which he sold at $2.15 a 
box, making the cash returns for five 
acres $5160. 

“Now, figure out the actual value of 
those five acres,” said J. B. Frith, who 
had given the above statement to a re- 
porter. “Consider that $1.00 a box will 
be an average price for navels, though 
next year they are.certa'n to be higher, 
and that in the natural course of time the 
crop from the trees now eight years old 
will be larger.”

SUSTAINED. 


Justice Jackson Thought to Have 
Decided With the Majority in 
Favor of the Constitution- 
ality of the Law. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service 
WASHINGTON, May 11.—The J 
tices of the Supreme Court held a con- 
sultation at the Capitol from 11 to 12 
o'clock, and there is every reason to 
believe that a conclusion on the in- 
come tax was reached. It is presumed 
that the custom of the court will be 
followed, and that to one of the jus- 
tices in the majority has been assigned 
the work of preparing the opinion of 
the court. The justices in the minority 
may each write a separate dissent or 

not, as each individually prefers. 

The consultations were held in secret 
and no announcement of the con- 
clusions reached is ever made 
to promulgation from the bench, but 
some circumstances connected with the 
session rather point to the vote of 
Juatice Jackson having been cast in 
favor of the constitutionality of the 
law. 

The principal reason for this anne | 
ment is the fact that after cansulia- 
tion of all the members of the court, 
a private conference was had bebween 
Justices White, Harlan and Brown, 
all in favor of the law at the previous 
hearing, and Justice Jackson. Chief Jus- 
tice Fuller, who favored upholding the 
law in part, was not present. The man- 
ner of Justices Harlan and White, the 
most strenuous supporters of the law 
in the previous conferences, also leads 
to the inference that they felt that 
they were in the majority. It is re- 
garded as most certain that a decision 
will be announced when the court re- 
assembles on May 20. 


DR. DUESTROW SANE. 


The Alleged Wife-and-child Mur- 
derer Pleased to Hear It. 

ST. LOUIS, May 11.—The jury at 
Union, Mo., which for a week has been 
hearing the insanity case of Dr. Ar- 
thur Duestrow, a millionaire of this 
city, who in February, 1894, shot and 
kiHed his wife and child in cold blood, 
today found him sane. Dvuestrow will 
now be tried on a eharge of murder.

ating purposes, and it will probably take 
all of that time to make the Burlington 
people see that it would be to their inter- 
est’ to take a hand in the new deal. For 
some time past the Burlington managers 
have not been disposed to take an im- 
mense amount of stock in transcontinental 
passenger associations, and it will take 
more than tall talking to convince them 
of the error of their ways. 
THE BURLINGTON KICKING. 

DENVER, May 1i11.—The Burlington 
Railroad Company has filed notice with 
Chairman Flint of the local passenger as- 
sociation that it-would withdraw from that 
organization May 15. No reason is given 
for this action. One inference drawn is 
that the Burlington takes this step for the 
purpose of forcing the Union Pacific into 
an ironclad -agreement on Western pas- 
senger business. | 

Another interpretation of the movement 
is that it is simply in the interests of 
economy and that the Burlington will still 
agree to any reduced excursion rates that 
the lines,remaining in the assdciation 
may make.

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‘Religious Superstition and 
Superstitious Religion.” 


The Last of a Series of Interesting 
Lectures Given Last 
Evening. 


The Common Superstitions Surround- 
ing Humanity—The Part Played 
by Poetry—Substituting the 

Letter for the Spirit. 


The last lecture of the series by Rabbi 
Bacob Voorsanger was delivered in Unity 
@hurch last evening before a fairly well- 
Bed house. Judge R. M. Widney and R. 
RM Haines occupied the platform with Dr. 
Woorsanger, and the lecturer was intro- 
@uced by ihe latter gentleman. 

Dr. Voorsanger began his lecture with a 
Brief sketch of the common superstitions 
with which humanity is imbued, with al- 
Most no exceptions from the universal 
Malady. If tested by the potent light of 
Season, everyone knows that none of these 
Ehings are other than excrescences of 
Mredulity, unworthy of our better senti- 
Meents. Yet their continued § existence 
Beads to but one conclusion, that super- 
Btition is grounded in human nature itself; 
that the mind of man, rarely so well bal- 
Anced that it can safely proceed from 
@auce to effect, is habitually swayed by 
Smpressions based upon unrealities. In 
this lies considerable danger to the 
wational progress of society, as every 
Superstition is a cloud upon the sun of 
weason, hiding the light and obscuring the 
way. 

“To trace the origin of superstition,” 
gaid the lecturer, “‘is an impossible task. 
7 should have to be a thorough psycholo- 
Bist, and capable of tracing the psycholog- 
Seal evolution of man.” 

The poetry of antiquity is responsible 
Sor many of our superstitions, as the 
mmcients peopled the universe with be- 
Shes which were but the creatures of 
Sheir own poetic imaginations. No one 
Man tell when poetry became superstition; 
when the poetic fancy that imagined the 
wuling gods of the sea and the river, 
Samed the stars and made the elements of 
Mature the weapons of an omnipotent god, 
Srystallized into an actual belief in the 
Being of these imaginary deities, and 
Seared temples for their worship; when 
Sho imagination that created the deified 
Smages of all the virtues and passions of 
Sean was lost in the acceptance of them 

realities. There is an inherent ten- 

Ocy in human nature to crystallize im- 
@gination into a fact, but thie hereditary 
Superstition can be repressed and finally 
Siiminated from our being. “Turning 
mow to religious superstition,’ said Dr. 
Woorsanger, ‘‘we must be careful lest we

“It is but dutiful toward the majesty 
of the Creator,” said the fabbi, “to eimmi- 
naite from our worship of Him every prac- 
thee that fs mot foutded’on reason or in 
our properly-educated sentiment, that we 
should strive to overcome ‘the ‘tendency 
to mystify everything around us, thus gen- 
erating fears that are unworthy of us, and 
thus becoming rational worshipers of God, 
rational in belief, profession, conduct and 
practice, we will never be subject to the 
charge of harboring retigious superstitions 
of professing superstitious religion. 

Superstitious religion, according to most 
people, is universally prevalent. The athe- 
ist deems all re) gions superstitious, and 
sectarians have an uncanny fashion of de- 
nourcing afl religions not their own as 
peculiarly superstitious. This indicates a 
eclfishnese bewesten of narrow thought and 
educatvon. Intelligent people should 
edueate themselves to the convictiop that 
truth assumes many guises, is taught by 
different processes and promulgated by 
many methods. The quality of supersti- 
tion lies not in a misinterpretation of the 
character of Diety, but rather fn the 
abuse of religion as regards the method 
of worshiping God. 

All men believe in God, but the integ- 
rity of every religious system depends 
upon how. they worship Him. ‘Worship is 
not a revealed thing, but purely the sug- 
gestion 6f reaeon and human emotion. The 
eharacter of religious practice’ is largely 
determined by education, which, in turn, 
depends upon the conditions of our ¢ime 
and generation. Dr. Voofsanger then re- 
peated the grand Hebrew® litany, which 
represents the fundamental truths of all 
monotheistic religions, which are every- 
where emphasized as the most efficient 
guides of human life. 

Pagans are superstitious, their worship 
is irrational, and, instead of regarding 
human virtue as a revelation of the divine, 
they give to God the attributes which 
characterize themselves. 

Thus were created the many forms and 
guises which represent the wisdom and 
poetry of primitive days. They were the 
expression of human consciousness, a part 
of the civilization of the early races of 
man. The pagan conception of the deities, 
as fallible and finite creatures like them- 
selves, to. be angered or propitiated, was 
purely irrational, and when the idea be- 
came crystallized into a fact, it degener- 
ated into a most deplorable superstition, 
corroding the noblest emotions of human- 
ity. The growth of religious truth, stu- 
pendous as it has been, has yet been some- 
what one-sided. Our worship and prac- 
tite Is not always in consonance with our 
lofty conceptions of God.. If our belief 
in God is perfect, we should avoid prac- 
icing anything that will detract from the 
majestic conception. Our worship should 
be the garment of our consciousness, ite 
expression im consonance with the teach- 
ings we have received. 

Prayer and adoration are natural to 
man; they afe the language of ‘his emo- 
tions and his consciousness, What is their 
object? Remember that God created and 
sustains the universe. His creatures can- 
not hope to change His will by pleadings 
or to do him a favor by acts of adora- 
tion. All mworship must be simply the 
language of conschousness, not the demand 
of God, Dut the expression of the overflow- 
ing .love and gratitude of man. Prayer 
is not for the purpose of propitiation, but 
the irrepressible overflow of the heart and 
spirit. 

The heathens were the abject slaves of 
their deities, and all prosperity or mis- 
fortune was supposed to come at the will 
of the propitiated or displeased god, but 
the man who claims any merit in pleas- 
ing deity is guilty of irrational supersti- 


ion. 

The old Jewish prayer for the dead: 
“Blessed be God who is good and who 
doeth only beneficence,”’ is good to re- 
member in grief or misfortune when the 
rebellious human soul rises in anger 
against the.will of God. 

The «speaker, in referring to the hold 
which the idea of sacrifice or propitiation 
has over the minds of men, brought up 
the view that God demands no sacrifice, 
Whether of offerings, tears, or good deeds, 
except as they represent our purity of 
spirit and sincerity in devotion. = 

The rabbi closed his lecture with an 
earnest protest against the substitution 
of the letter for the spirit, the symbol for 
the inner meaning; the ancient rites for 
the broad and rational worship of God, 
seen so much in the stricter sects of both 
Christians and Jews, and a strong plea 
for the light of intelligence and reason in 


the worship and religious feeling of all 
men.

The Courts. 
DECISION RELATING TO MUTUAL 
RELIEF POLICIBS. 

Judge Walter Van Dyke rendered his 
decision yésterday in the case of Rosa Haas 
et al., ve the Mutual Relief Association of 
Petaluma, an action to recover $2000 upon 
an insurance policy, findings and judgment 
being ordered for the plaintiff therein, as 
prayed. 

On May 10, 1879, the mother of the plkin- 
tif, who was then Lena Brenner, was 
duly elected a member of the defendant as- 
sociation, and a certificate of membership 
‘was issued tober. The by-laws of the asso- 
ciation provided that upon the dgath of a 
member the nominee of such member 
should receive $1 for every member in 


A 


good standing in the association at ‘hat 


time. If the deceased had been a member 
for ten consecutive years, the nominee was 


to receive the. sum of $2000 within forty 


days atter proof of death. 

In 1889 Mrs. Haas nominated her daugh- 
ter, Rosa, and on June 5, 1894, she died in 
this city. Proof was made as required by 
the rules of the association, and a demand 
made for the $2000. 

The defendant corporation, however, en- 
deavored to evade payment upon the 
ground that one of the clauses of its by- 
laws that “the balance of the 
$2000 was to be paid in succession (in or- 
der of deaths,) out of the accumulations of 
the reserve fund, when the surplus in ex- 
cess of $50,000 was sufficient to meet such 
further payments.” It was claimed that 
there were Only 800 members in the asso- 
ciation, and that there had not been a 
surplus over $35,000 for years. > ey 

The court, after reviewing the printed 
statements and reports of the associa-ion 
for some years past, holds that it appears 
from them and the = 
fendant had a sum over: . n its re- 
eerve fund, but that it paid dividends to 
members so a8 to reduce its fund to a 
point enabling it to escape the payment of 
the $2000, which it clearly had no right to 
Mrs. Haas having deen a member for 
over fifteen years, and it being admitted 
that she had fully. complied with ali the 
requirements of the association and paid 
all dues and assessments, the court finds 
that her nominee fs entitled to the amount 
claimed. 

THE DAVIS DIVORCE CASE.

TARIS. May 1.—A few months, a few 
weeks, perhaps, and Maimascon, with its 
vast garden full of menrores, will be sold 
at public auction like any ordinary bt of 
waste land or vulgar rert-piying prop- 
erty. And the brutal and unimaginative 
speculator, pickax in hand, will doubtless

Here, before the facade, where in aiden

JOSEPHINE’S BRILLIANT COMPANIES. 


‘The cold winds that followed us through 
the half-open doors wandered moaningly 
down the great deeerted corridors upon 
which open the lomg eeries of gua:t cham- 
bers, occupied once, in the happy years 
1798 and 799 by Bernardin de 
St. Pierre (author of “Paul and Virginia,) 
Arnault, Ducis, Lomercier, Joseph Chemier, 
the poet; Mehul, the musician; Tha‘ma, 
the actor: Volney, Andrieux, Duval, the 
paintens Gerard, Gojodet, Isabey. . . . 
Drawn by the bewitching charm of Joseph- 
ine, they assembled here inasort of minia- 


_ ture court, where wit and freedom reigned 


unchecked as yet by the chilling byzin- 
tinsme of etiqueite. This grave reunion 
of philoeophers, literateurs and art'=is was 
always brightened by the presence of 
young ‘women in all the eplendor of their 
beauty. First, the sisters of the future 
Caesar, and Hortense de Beauharnais 
(then about 18 years ol.) the Counte:s d’ 
Houdetot,. Mmes. Cafarelli, Audreazsy ani 
Tallien, the radically beautiful Reznait 
de St. Jean <Augely, eo Attract- 
ive in her somewhat frail loveliness, whose 
charming portrat, painted by Gerard, may 
be ‘seen in the Louvre.

Antique statues, Greek 
and Egyptian, and precious vases were 
tastefully arranged along the facades and 
corridors, and among those souvenirs of a 
distant past were ten ifttle pictures on a 
layer of cement covered with stucco, rep- 
resenting Apollo Musagetes and the Nine 
Muses, unique examples of Greek art 
which were presented to Mme.

Of all these works of art, none 
remain today but a few pictures belonging 
to the famiity of Lenctenberg in Russia. 


NAPOLEON IN REFUGE AT MAL- 
MAISON. 


Both fallen Emperor and deposed Em- 
press, impelled by some strange fatality, 
came to seek refuge in the abode that had 
witnessed the smiling dawn of their fur- 
tune. 

How many anecdotes, now of historical 
importance, and tragic as any scene in 
Shakespearean drama, might be told in 
connection with those last hours, hours of. 
passionate anguish, spent by Napoleon at 
Malmaison. 

Listen to the following words which 
were spoken at the Tuilléries by the Min« 
ister of War, addressing Gen. de Flahout, 
aide-de-camp and faithful friend of the 


Emperor: 
“What! So your Bonaparte still refuges 
to go. Shall we then never be able to 


get rid of him. His presence interferes 
with us and spoils our negotiations: he 


any more of him! .. . General, you 
may tell Bonaparte from me that if he 
does not decide to start this very night, I 
shall have him arrested tomorrow morn- 
ing, and if necessary will even arrest him 
mryself."’ 


These words were spdken by the hero of 
Auerstadt. 

Although accustomed for a week past to 
submit to such insults, the Emperor could 
no longer restra’n his ahger and indigna- 
tion when Fla»out reported to him the 
threatening words of the man he had made 
Prince of Eckmuhl. 

“Let him come then!"’; he cried, ‘strik- 
‘nk his breast with clenched fists, “Tee 


him come, I am ready for him with throat 
Dared!”’ 


MALMATSON’S FATE IN THE FRANCO- 
PRUSSIAN WAR. 


All these tragic memories crowded upon 
me as I wandered under the ruined arches, 
stumbling over loosened bricks at every 
step. Insensibly the melancholy majesty 
of th® lonely park and the silent chateau 
wrapped in its winding sheet of snow 
took possession of me, and absorbed in 
the past I became lost to all senses of 
time, when the little girl who had served 
me as guide, anxious no doubt to pocket 
her fee as soon as possible, interrupted my 
reverie by the following remarks, uttered 
in_a dreary voice: 

“Malmaison was occupied in 1870 by 
a regiment of pontonniers, you may still 
see their lists, which are posted on the 
doors of the guest ceaambers. These sol- 
diers did a great deal of mischief. here. 
Tie Prussians who succeeded them were 
on the contrary very comme il faut: they 
Gesiroyed nothing» and contented them- 
selves with carrying off a mosiac chimney- 
piece presented by the Pope to Josephine 
on the occasion of her marriage.”’ 

Even our conquerors then, obeying a 
chivalrous sentiment, felt bound to re- 
spect a spot honored by the presence of 
“le plus grand des hommes,” (to use the 
expression of Thiers,) of the Emperor who 
had been their most terrible adversary. 

li would have been a noble thought on 
the part of the Bonapartists to buy back 
Malmaison, the spot where the destiny 
was woven and unwoven. But, as has been 
said, “great thoughts come from the 
heart.” 

And thus it is that, thanks to the in- 
gratitude of the Napoleon party and the 
culpable indifference of the French gov- 
ernment, the chateau of Malmaisoa” will 
very scon, with its lovely vision-haunted 
park, submit to destruction. 


HOW MALMATSON OAME INTO JO- 
SBPPHINE’S OWNDRSHIP. 
For the reader’s information, iet us 


complete this record of painted impres- 
sions by a rap'd historic survey of Mal- 
maison, which is situated about nine miles 
from Pars, on the road to St.-Germa‘n. 

The name of che vMage dates, it is said, 
from the invasion cf ths Normans in the 
ninth century. These marauders remained 
for some time, end their presence proved 
fatal to the nmefghborhocd, so that the 
place received the mame of Mala Maneilo. 
In 1244 Malmaieon ‘was a Kind of barn, 30 
to speak, dependent on the commune of 
Reiul. ‘In the fourteenth century the fief 
paid homage to the abbey of St. Den's. In 
1622 a counsellor in the Parliament of 
Paris called Perrot, was lord of Maimai- 
eon, and took its name. It then became 
- successively the property of the Barontijn 
| family, the controleur-general of Sichelles, 
More. Hareuc (who assembled bere a com- 
' pany of savants and philosophers,) and the 
fomily Le Coulteur,-who were the proprie- 
tors at the ime of the revolution. 
, In. 1798 Jcozephines de Beauharnais, then 
Mme. Bonaparte, bought from Le Coul- 
teux the lani of Malmaison for the sum of 
f.160,000 ($32,000.)

The Times yesterday morning printed 
full synopsis of the work entitled “Coin's 
Financial School,” published ast year in 
Chicago, and whieh, ever since its pub- 
lication, has been @ttracting much atten- 
tion, more eapecially, perhaps,. ‘with those 
having or feeling an interest in the great 
financial question of @iiver. The © pub- 
lished synopsis in yesterday’e Times was 
followed by the first three chapters of a 
pamphlet, criticising the work, ent:tled 
“Coin’s Financial Fool,’ written by Hor- 
ace White, editor of the New York Even- 
ing Post, a gentleman who is recog- 
nized as an authority on questions of 
finance, and whose expressions of opin- 
fon on any eubject are worthy of the 
highest consideration. The Times now 
publishes this morning a continuation of 
Mr. 'White’s criticiems, and the concluding 
portion of them will be published tomor- 
row. 
CHAPTER IV. 

It is a common remark among those who 
have been taken in by “Coin’s Financial 
School’ that the writer of it ‘‘makes every- 
thing so plain.’’ The Rev. John Jasper 
had the same advantage over the follow- 
ers of Galileo, when he said ‘“‘the sun do 
move.” When the Rev. J. J. pointed to the 
orb of day in the heavens, everybody 
could see that it passed slowly from east 
to west. What more do you want? What 
better evidenge could you have than that 
of your eyes? 

THE POOR MAN’S MONEY. 

_ See how plain the young.man makes the 
awhole subject of money in a single sen- 
tente on >p: 8, viz: “Gold was considered 
the money of-the rich. It was owned prin-. 
people, and the 
poor people seldom handled it, and the very 
poor pecplé seldom ever saw any of it.” 

This is intrdduced as a reason why (as 
he says) Congress in 1792 made the eiiver 
dollar* the monétary unit. We have al- 
ready shown that Congress did nothing of 
the kind. It follows that Congréss never 
advanced any such reason, but ‘‘Coin,”’ 
having introduced it in this deft way, re- 
curs to it at frequent intervals as a set- 
tled fact that gold is the rich man’s money 
and silver the poor man’s money. Argal, 
all poor men ought to be in favor of ail- 
ver. 

This is very plain as long as you do not 
consider what the poor man wants money 
for. If he wants it as pay for his services, 
as an accumulation for sickness and a 
reliance in old age, he wants the best 
money going, not the worst. If poor money 
is the right thing f%r thé poor man, there 
are several kinds poorer than silver, cop- 
‘per .for example, This was once legal- 
tender and it had a legal ratio with gil- 
In. the. Roman republic the ratio 
was 240 to 1. and the contemporary Greek 
ratio was 250 to 1. la there any more rea- 
sor’ for poor ‘men hav poor money 


ing 
than for having ragged clothes, bad flour 


and rancid butter? Is there any reason 
why the poor stiould not have the same 
standard of value as the rich, just as they 
have the same Bible, the same sunlight, 
and the same atmosphere? For it is not 
the. mere handling of gold that is of im- 
portance here, but the value of the thing 
handjed. This may be copper, nickel, sil- 
ver, or paper, and most commonly will be 
those things, since our people do not fike 
to earry gold. .It wears out their pockets 
and ‘their pockets wear out the gold. So 
iong as the various things they carry will 
bring gold on demand, and so long as a 
stability of value is secured to them equal 
to that of gold (be the same more Or less,) 
all requirements are satisfied. It will be 
easy now to erase every suggestion in 
“Coin’s Financial School’ that the poor 
man needs a different kind of money from 
the rich man, and when ‘these are all 
erased a large part of the book will be 

SILVER AS A HUMAN BBEING. 


* The next piece of lucidity we find is 
akin to the last. It is on p. 16: 

“It (Congress) then deprived silver of its 
right to unrestricted free coinage and de- 
stroyed it as legal-tender money in the pay- 
er of debts, except to the amount of 

This is accompanied with a picture of 
Senator Sherman cutting off the head of a 
woman walled silver, whose blodd spouts 
in every direction—a valuable aid to a 
people earnestly seeking to know the 
truth about a momentous public question. 
To all such let it be said that silver is not 
a woman, that it is not a human being, 
that it is not even an animal, and hence 
that it has no more “rights’’ than a head 
of cabbage and that nobody but a cabbage 
head would be deceived by such nonsense. 
Yet a considerable part of ‘‘Coin’s’’ collec- 
tion of funny pictures and comic liter- 
ature is made up of hints, suggestions and 
assertions that silver has been treated 
with cruelty and opprobrium, while gold 
has” béen petted «and pampered. If we 
should say that corn has been mostly 

banished to the cattle-yard and pigpen, 
while wheat has been elevated to the 
kitchen and din’ng-room, and should make 
this the foundation of a demand for equal 
rights for cereals, the logic would be the 
same. What sort of conception can any- 
body have of the intelligence of the Amer- 
ican people who thinks that their blood 
ean be stirred by a picture of silver as 
Cock ‘Robin in the throes of death from 
ean arrow shot by gold? This is called 
making the science of finance clear’ to 
the common people, just as the Rev. John 
Jasper did with the science of astronomy.

CHAPTER V.—THE “CRIME OF 1873.”

It is not generally easy to prove a 
uepative,* but it can be done in this case; 
because there is no way to pass a law 
secretly in the Congress of the United 
States.

These procéedings are incompatible with 
secrecy. This bill was printed thirteen 
times in the course of its passage through 
Congress, and the proceedings on it oc- 
cupy 144 columns of the Congressional 
Globe, which was published daily during 
the session.

from the list of authorized coins, and that 
this omission was not noticed. By whom 
was it not noticed? This law was passed 
twenty-two years ago. Men are now vVo- 
ters ‘who were nct born at that time, of 
course {t was not noticed by them. Neither 
law nor custom requires thaf the particu- 
jar clauses of bills in Congress should be 
noticed by people whd are not members 
of Congress. The clause in question was 
not a mere omission of one coin from a 
Met of coins. As the bill passed the House 
Mend went to the Senate it was. in 
words: 

“That the silver coins of the United 
States shall be a dollar, a half-dollar or 50- 
cent piece, a quarter-dollar or 26-cent piece, 
a dime or 10-cént piece; and the 
weight of the dollar shall be 384 grains: 
the half-dollar, quarter-dollar, and dime 
shall be respectively one-half, one-quarter 
and one-tenth of the weight of said dol- 
lar, which coins shall be a legal tender for 
their nominal value for any amount not 
exceeding five dollars in any one pay~; 
ment.”’ 

Another section of the bill provided 
that no other silver coins than theses 
should be issued from the mint. And a 
third clause said that the gold dolar 
should be the unit of value. Here were 
three distinct notifications, and cach was 
sufficient to call attention to the fact that 
all silver coins were hereafter to be sub- 
sidiary and not full legal tender. But at-

sion of the silver dollar and the conse- 

quent establishment of the single gold 

standard in the House on the 9th of April, 

r. Hooper said: 

“As the "yalen of the silver dollar de- 
pends on the market price of silver, which 
varies according to the demand and sup- 
ply, it is now intrinsically worth, as be- 
fore stated, about three cents more than 
the gold dollar. By the act of January 18, 
1837, the standard of the silver coins was 
increased to nine hundred thousandths 
fine, which reduced the weight of the dol- 
lar from four hundred and sixteen to four 
hundred and twelve and a half grains; the 
amount of pure silver, however, remained 
the same, namely, three hundred and 
sevénty-one and one-fourth grains. The 
committee, after careful investigation, con- 
cluded that twenty-five and eight-tenths 
grains of standard gold constituting the 
gold dollar should be declared the money 
unit or metallic representative of the dol- 
lar of account.”—(Congressional Globe 
Second Session, Forty-second Congress, 
p. 2305. 


“Sec. 16 re-enacts the provisions of ex- 
isting Jaws defining the silver coins and 
their weights respectively, except in rela- 
tion to the silver dollar, which is reduced 
in weight from four hundred and: twelve 
and a half to three hundred and eighty- 
four grains, thus making it a subsidiary 
coin in harmony with the silver coins of 
less denomination, to secure its concurrent 
circulation with them. The silver dollar 
of four hundred and twelve and a half 
grains, by reason of its bullion or in- 
trinsic value being greater than its nom- 
inal vaue, long @ince ceased to be a coin 
of circulation, and was melted by manu- 
facturers of silverware. It does not cir- 
culate now in commercial transactions 
with any country, and the convenience of 
those manufacturers in this respect can 
better be met by supplying small stand- 
ard bars of the same standard, avoiding 
the useless expense of coining the dollar 
for that purpose. The coinage of the half- 
dime is discontinued for the reason that 
its place is supplied by the copper-nickel 
five-cent piece, of which a large issue has 
been made, and whicli, by the provisions of 
the act authorizing its issue, is redeem- 
-able in United States currency. —(ibid., 


Stoughton said: 

Mr. : 
“Aside from the three-dollar gold piece, 
which is a deviation from our metrical 
ratio, and therefore objectionable, the 
only change in the present law is in more 
clearly specifying the gold dollar as the 
unit of value. This was probably the in- 
tention and, perhaps the effect of act of 
‘March 3, 1849, but-it ought not be left to 
inference or implication. The value of 
silver depends, in a great measure, upon 
the fluctuations of the market, and the 
supply and demand. Gold is practically 
the standard of value 
nations, and the time has come An this 
country: when the gold dollar should be 
distinctly declared to be the coin repre- 
sentative of the money unit.’’—{Ibid., p. 
2308. 

Mr. Potter said: 

“Then, in the next place, this bill pro- 
vides for making of changes in the legal 
tender coin of the country, and for sub- 
stituting as légal tender coin of only one 
metal instead as heretofore of two. I 
think myself this would be a wise pro- 
vision, and that legal tender coihs, except 
subsidiary coins, should be of gold alone; 
but why should we legislate on this now 
when we are not using either of those 
‘metals as a circulating medium? The bill 
provides also for a change. in respect of 
the weight and value. of the silver dol- 
lar,. which I think is a subject, which, 
when we come to require legislation at 
’ all, will demand at our hands very serious 
consideration, and which, as we are not 
using such coin for circulation now, seems 
at this time to be an unnecessary sub- 
ject about which to legislate.”’—<(Ibid., p. 


2310. 

Mr. Kelley said: 

“T wish to ask the gentleman who has 
just spoken (Mr. Potter) if he knows of 
any government in. the -world which 
makes its subsidiary coinage of full value? 
The silver coin of England is 10 per cent. 
below the value of gold coin. And, acting 
under the advice of the experts of this 
country, and of England and France, 
Japan has made her silver coinage, within 
the tast year, 12 per cent. below the value 
of gold coin, and for this reason: It is 
impossible to retain the double standard. 
The values of gold and silver continually 
fluctuate. You cannot determine this 
year what will be the relative values of 
gold and silver next year. They were 
15 to 1 a short time ago; they are 16 to 1 
now. 

“Hence all experience has shown that 
you must have one standard coin, which 
shall be a legal tender for all others, and 
then ‘you may promote your domestic con- 
venience by baving a subsidiary coinage 
of silver, which shall circulaté in all parts 
of your country as legal tender for a 
limited amount, and be redeemable at its 
face value by your government.’’—(Ibid., 
2316. 

The proposed dollar of 384 grains, which 
had been inserted in the bill because it 
was exactly the weight of two half-dollars, 
and almost exactly the weight of the 
French five-franc piece, was stricken out 
by the Senate and the trade dollar of 420 
grains was inserted in its place. This 
was a coin intended to circulate in China. 
It was considered to be a convenient ingot 
_for the sale of American silver to oriental 
countries, and was made a little heavier 
| than the Mexican dollar in order to super- 
wede that coin in.the far Bast. 

‘The law of 1873 was not passed secretly 
or silently or without due considera- 


tion. The silver dollar was an ob- 
selete coin. Not one man in ten 
of mature years had ever seen one. 


It was worth two or three cents more than 
the gold dollar. Nobody could anticipate 
that it would ever be worth less than 
the gold dollar. The law of 1873 was en- 
acted ‘by the people of the United States, 
in the only way they ever enact a law. It 
has remained on the statute book nearly a 
quarter of a century and several direct at- 
tempts to repeal it have failed. During 
this interval silver has fallen, as compared 
with gold, more than one-half. During 
tHis interval all the business of the nation 
has been adiusted to the gold standard. 
Indeed, itAfad been on the gold basis in 
practice ever since 1834, except during the 
suspension of specie payments. The whole 
of the national bonded debt had been con- 
tracted on thé gold basis, in law ‘as well 
as in fact, having been refunded subse- 
quently to the act of 1873. 

Now it is proposed to change the char- 
acter of the dollar so that public and 
private debts may be paid with half of 
what was promised. That is so manifestly

“As far. as reports have been received | 
it cannot be said that the apais has at- 
tacked any but the late-sown grain, The 
summer fallow remains undisturbed, and 
the crop on such flelds in the immediate 
vicinity of Stockton will be above the av- 
erage. 

“Between this city and Clements a num- 
ber of fields of late-sown grain have been 
attacked, but the farmers themselves do 
not know the cause of the backwardness 
of the grain. Two gentlemen from Ripon 
were in the city yesterday and each as- 
serted that their flelds had been attacked 
by rust and that the rains did not bring 
them out.

Mrs. Clark’s enthusiasm in En- 
deavor work has been of the utmost as- 
sistance to her husband, but it has al- 
ways been secondary to her care for the 
junior Clarks. It is, perhaps, bemuse of 
her devotion to her children that she has 
done so much work for the junior , 
as the children’s societies of ‘Christian En- 
deavor are termed. In her efforts along 
this ine she has developed a mare degree of 
executive abaility. Yet she is én no sense 
en apparent representative of the so-called 
new woman about whom go much is sa:d 
these latter days, and in a crowd of we'!- 
tired, tastefully-gowned ladies she wou'd 
probably be passed by unnoticed, unless 
attention were attracted to her face by 
her singularly-attractive amile.

THE SOCIETY OF CHRISTIAN EN- 
DEAVOR. ~ 


The Young People’s Society of Christian 
Endeavor was founded February 2, 1831, 
in Williston Church, Portland, Me., by 
the Rev. Francis E. Clark, its pastor. 
According to the latest reporis, there are 
38,780 societies and 2,226,800 members. It 
is easier to tell where these societies are 
not to be found than where they are, for 
they now exist in every country in the 
world but seven—Italy, Austria, Russia, 
Iceland, Belgium, Sweden and Greece. The 
United States leads, as a matter of course, 
there being 7644 socidties and 458,640 
members in this country. Canada has 2446 
societies, and Great Britain, 2442; Aus- 
tralia comes next with 943; India follows 
with 116; Madagascar with 93; Japan with 
59, and other lands with less, away down 
to Laos, Asia, with one. 

The organization is, and was from the 
first, intended to be strictly undenomina- 
tional, the object being the- building: up 
of every church in which i finds foot- 
‘hold, even as the object of the firet so- 
ciety was the building up of the Williston 
Church of Portland. But the Christian En- 
deavor Society levies no tax, exacts no 
tribute. It may offer counsel, but it never 
seeks to control. 
cilitating the extension of the work, a 
central organization, the United Society of 
Christian Endeavor, has been formed, with 
headquarters at No, 646 Washington street. 
But ‘this central society receives no con- 
tributions, its expenses being entirely met 
by the sale of Christian Endeavor publica- 
tions and supplies. Of the officers of the 
United Society, but one, Secretary Baer, 
draws any walary from the society. Presi- 
dent Clark. and ‘Treasurer Shaw deriving 
their support from the Golden Rule. Tha 
pericdical is mot published by the United 
Society, but by a private corporation. The 
Golden Rule is taken in every country 
where there are English-speaking mem- 
bers of the Christian Endeavor societies. 

The firet two amnual conventions were 
held in Portland, Me., the third aj Ocean 
Park, mear Old Orchard, Me., the two fol- 
lowing at Saratoga, and the next, in 1888, 
at Chicago. Year by year the attendance 


had been growing, but the officers were 
hardly prepared for the 5000 delegates 
who presented ‘themselves at that gather- 
ing. The next ome, held in Philadelphia, 
had 600 delegates; the next, at St. Louis,

et Minneapolis, over fourteen thousand. 
Unprecedented as was the attendance at 
M:nneaoplis, the number of delegates at 
the next (eleventh) convention, held in 
New York, was more than doubled.

thon of any sort. The next convention was 
at Montreal, Canada, the first held out- 
side the boundaries of the United States, 
but, despite that fact and the counter at- 
traction of the World’s Fair at Chicago, 
18,000 delegates invaded the Canadian city, 
to the amazement of its inhabitants. At 
Cleveland, last year, 25,000 were present, 
and other uncounted thousands were kept 
away by the Debs railroad etrikes.

Just such a restful baven after the 
bustle of the greater “Vamity Pair’ seems 
the little town of Santa Barbera, folded 
tenderly beiween the empurpled slopes 
of the Santa Yuez Mountains and the sea, 
whitch here hollows out the land in a blue 
crescem, ecross whose level expanse ore 
may look to the Channel Islands, usually 
violet-ehadowed the almost perpetual 
sunshine, but sometimes lashed by the 
fury of the waves during mre storms. 

The spirit of the times is fast sweeping 
before it the traces of antiquity im the old- 
est towns, Dut in Santa Barbara much Old 
World quaiintmess citill ®imgers, and the 
modern villa mises its balconfed and tur- 
reted front side by side with the ancestral 
bome of the old Spanish family, one-storied 
and built of sun-dried bricks, its thick

A carved stone fountain, where the birds

FLORA’S GALA DAY. 


Successful Rose Show. 

Santa Barbara’s Flower Festival of 1896 
has passed into the history of this charm- 
ing seaside city, as well as into the history 
of the Coast, besides gaining much just 
fame abroad. It was a chaste, beautiful, 
successful and altogether unique affair.

Santa Barbara tandem cart covered with 
the wild brodaesa, whose delicate tint, 
closely resembling that of Parma vicilets, 
was carried out in the harness and acces- 
sories. The same wild flower was massed 
on one of the most characteristic ‘“‘four-in- 
hands”—a Spatish farm wagon to which 
were attached four white mules with pur- 
ple nettings hanging down their sides. 

The old days of Spain were brought to 
mind by ‘the bolero jackets and Spanish 
headdress.of the merry party inside, who, 
with guitar and tambourine, added to the 
gay abandon of the scene. A glowing bit 
of color was furnished by the seventy 
thousand orange calendulas, used to dec- 
orate a royal surrey, on whose canopied 
back, like one of King Ludwig's. sledges, 
perched an eagle, holding yellpw rfbbons 
attached to the black horses. Asa dainty 
contrast came a little carriage all white 
and pink, itself looking like a huge mar- 
guerite. Five white horses with collars 
of pink roses were guided by pink reins, 
held by as many outriders. 

The trades were represented by designs 
of great ingenuity and sometimes beauty 
as well. The honors in this line were 
rightfully won by a tea merchant, who 
exhibited a Chinese pagoda, drawn by six 
chestnut horses. A tea party was in prog- 
ress in this vehicle, which was trans- 
formed into an Oriental bower by peach 
and cherry blossoms, under which ladies 
of the Flowery Kingdom sipped their tea.

Times, a further brief review of the etrik- 
ing features of the festival will be in or- 
der, notwithstanding the accounts pub- 
liehed during its progress. 

THE PRINCIPAL FLOATS. 

The important ficats were six in num- 
ber, unique and novel In conception. The 
sallors’ float was a miniature design in: 
marguerites, rose buds, red geraniums, 
yellow marguerites and black pansies, of 
the United States man-of-war Olympia, 
¢hen'in the harbor. This float wae fifteen 
fest long and ten feet wide, raised to a 
height of four feet. The miniature Olym- 
pia rested on.bodia used to simulate 
waves, white marguerites representing the 
whitecaps. The hull was of white rose 
buds, while' black pansies represented the 
emokestacks, red geraniums the portholes 
and yellow marguerites the canvas. An 
American flag and the Union Jack in red, 
white afd blue silk completed the design. 

The Flower Festival float was in repre- 
sentation of a Japanese pagoda and was a 
conception in nasturtiums and boughs of 
the Judas tree. A number of children in

In the meantime, a “rose show” is in 
progrese in the pavilion, where bcoth? of 
palmettos and callas contain the exhibita | 
of flowere, and at night from rails aad 
rafters, imbedded in Southern. moss, the 
stars of hundreds of electric highte twinkle. 
Almost every variety of rose is here 
shown, all grown in the open air, from the 
superb Americgn Beauty, La France or 
Papa Gontier, to the delicate Souvenir de 
Malmaieon and Multifiera. In one corner 
is a conection of shrubs, with the silver 
tree glietening among them, and in an- 
other a complete dieplay of wild flowers, 
named and labeled. 

From a beam in the parieh churchyard 
some of the old mission belie are bang- 
ing; and these ere reproduced in floral 
bells of La Marque and Cloth of G 
roses, with crosses of contrasting color.

The ‘‘Reina de Los Filores’”’ float was the 
most artistic float in the procession, and 
was the idea of A. M. Ruiz. It repre- 
sented the Queen of Flowers reclining in 
a Grecian shell, drawn by two white 
swans of white marguerites, guided by 
Messrs. Bartley, Treg and Mower, as cu- 
pids, dressed in costumes of gold and 
white. Two other swans graced the rear 
of the float. The inside of the shell was 
draped with smilax, while the exterior was 
decorated to represent the flutes of a shell. 
The shell floated upon waves of smilax, 
crested with roses. At éither end ofthe 
float were dragons of yellow roses, while 
the sides of the design were a mass of 
pink roses. A canopy of cream-colored 
roses with festoons of smilax crowned the 
whole. Miss Lucy Ruiz, attired in a deli- 
cate cream-colored costume, so arranged 
as to represent a budding flower, was 
seated within the shell. Four superb white 
horses in pink harnese drew this magnifi- 
cently-beautiful display. 

A large Japanese basket of rose color, 
and decorated with pelargonium, was an 
attractive feature of the on.

The wealth of the flower ki om was 
ransacked to furnish flowers many 
phaetons, carts, coaches and hacks that a£p- 
peared in the procession. The floral parade 
resembled more a moving garder than the 
mere decoration of floats and vehicles. 
Never before was seen such a lavish use of 
flowers. Twenty thousand roses in a sin- 
gle float; 25,000 calla Mlies in a single dec- 
oration! 

As the procession the tribunes 
for the second ‘time, the signal was given 
for the war of the roses, and soon the air 
was filled with a cleud of flowers.

Only in Southern California can such 
ecenes be witnessed, and only here is such 
productiveness known.

RELIGIOUS "LOVE FEAST.” 
First Meeting in Los Angeles of the 
Dunkards. 


At their hall over the East Side 
Bonk, on Downey avenue, the mem- 
bers of the religious denomination 
callig themselves “Brethren,” but fre 
quently called “Dunkards,” held one 
af their. customary love feasts, the 
first of the kind ever held by them in 
this city. 

There is getting to be quite a num- 
ber of this persuasion in and sround 
the .city. Only about two years ago 
they first began settling in organized 
bodies in Southern California. They 
aw are quite numerous in certain lo 
calities. At Covina, Glendora, Fagan 
and Tropico they have good church 
houses, and at Lordsburg a large col- 
lege building. At their feast given 
there were present about fifty com- 
municants. They surrounded long 
tables, neatly spread with the neces- 
saties in the observance of the Lord's 
supper and the communion service. 
They hold that the bread and wine, 
as instituted by Christ, emblematical 
of His broken body and shedded 
blood. by divine right should not be 
called the Lord’s supper, but the com- 
munion sacriment. They claim that 


together, to be literally observed as 

object lessons, with important spirit- 

ual significaittions, which lead up‘along 
the lines of true faith to the full re 
alization of a Hfé hid in Christ. They 
lay streng stress on the atonement 
and merit of Christ’s blood, but claim, 
however, that faith alone is not suffi- 
cient unless it be such a living fei‘h 
os leads to genuine repentance and 
obedience.

Their 
services throughout were simple, and 
seemingly of a strong devotional na- 
ture.

The people of this denomination in 
the United States number nearly one 
hundred thousand commucants, with 
over two thousand of their number in 
the ministry. They have a number 
of thriving colleges, and as their nu- 
merous publications indicate, there are 
men of superior bearing active in the 
church. They are pushing out in their 
evangelizing efforts to work in foreign 
fiekis. There is no caste among them. 
The rich and poor, high and low, em- 
ployer and employed, all stand on an 
equality in their socialy and religious 
life. They believe in an application 
of Ohristian principles to every-day 
life and in all things they’ engage in, 
whether socially, religiously or politi- 
cally, it must harmonize with the doc- 
trines of Ohrist, or they will not affili- 
ate with it.

THE "COIN DISCUSSION. 


Horace White's dissection of that much- 
quoted and greatly-overrated book known 
as “Coin’s Financial School” is clear-cut 
and merciless. The second installment of 
Mr. White's article is published in The 
Times thic morning, and the conclusion 
will be given tomorrow. A brief summary 
of the chief pointe made in the matter 
thus far published is in order. 

Mr. White makes it «lear that this 
country alone is not able to make sixteen 
ounces of ellver equal to one in gold 
when the whole world is offering thirty- 
two ounces of silver for one of gold. 
Therefore. she practical results of 16-to+l 
free and unlimited coinage must necessar- 
fly be silver mcnometallism. 

“Coin's’ etatements as to the amount of 
money in circulation in the fifteenth cen- 
tury, and the price of wheat, are clearly 
ehown to be both false and sophietical. 
Mr. White also brings out the important 
point that at the dawn of the Christian 
era, when “Coin” claims that money was 
plenty and times were flush, men’s wages 
were one penny per day. He shows, fur- 
ther, that in feudal times the price of 
wheat was more dependent upon the ca- 
prices of feudal lords than upon the law 
of supply and demand, hence quotations 
of prices for that period are unreliable and 
prove nothirg. 

Mr. White clearly convicte “Coin” of 
misquoting from public documents, mis- 
stating dates, and twisting facts out of 
all semblance to the truth. The admirers 
of “Coin” will no doubt be glad to have 
their attention called to these. discrep- 
ancies, if they are in esearch of the truth. 

“Coin’s” etatement that the silver dol- 
lar was the unit of value in this country 
from 1792 to 1873 is shown to be false. Mr. 
White quotes from the coinage law of 1792, 
verbatim, and conclusively proves that 
the word “unit,” as uced in the law, 


‘meant a unit of number, rather than of 


value. The’ law of 1792 established the 
relative quantities of either gold or sil- 
ver that should be used in the gold and 
the eilver coins respectively. A -ten-dol- 
lar gold-piece contained ten units of gold, 
by weight, and a silver dollar contained 
cne unit of cilver: The number of grains 
of silver in a dollar was determined by the 
Price which the Spanish-milled dollar, as 
then current, would bring in gold. The 
American eilver dollar of 371% grains 
never got into circulation at home, to 
any extent, and its coinage was stopped 


$a 1805 not to be resumed until 1836, after 


which only a very smal) number were 
coined. 

“Coin’s’ statement that all foreign 
silver coins had been made legal tender in 
this-country prior to 1860 is also shown to 
be false and misleading by a quotation of 
the full section of the law which “Coin” 
quotes only in part, his evident purpose 
being to mislead the reader. The fact is 
that Congress made only two foreign 
coins legal tender—the French five-franc 
piece and the Spanish dollar. They were 
s0 made because they were in general cir- 
culation in the American colonies before 
the lajter achieved their independence. 
Mr. White. also convicts of several 
gross discrepancies and anachronisms in 
the above connection, and in regard to 
the change of ratio from 15 to 1 to 16 to 1. 
- The sophistries of “‘Coin” are pierced 
through and through with the keen shaft 
of truth. To “Coin’s’’ claim that silver 
is “the pocr man’s money,’ Mr. White re- 
plies that the poor man is entitled to as 
good money as is the rich man. 

Mr. White analyzes the so-called ‘“‘crime 
of 1873," and shows that there was no 
“secrecy,” as is alleged by ‘‘Coin,”’ in the 
legislation of that year relative to the 
changes made’ in the coinage laws. On 
the coutrary, the discussion ran through 
144 columns of the Congressional Globe, 
While the bill was printed thirteen times 
Guring the session. Its provisions were 
clearly understood and appreciated at the 
time of its passage, and there was no 
secrecy and no “crime” about the matter.

It is interesting to watch the progress 
of nations and people and the general ad- 
vance of mankind toward a higher rtage 
of enlightenment and humanity.

@leo in peaceful industries. The army and 
navy will be reorganized on modern meth- 
ods, railroads and telegraphs will be built 
and manufactories of all kinds established. 
This, for a time, will undoubtedly lead 
to a grestly-increased demand for Ameri- 
can products, but it must be remembered 
that the Chinese, under proper instruction, 
have proved themselves to be~wonderfully 
ehrewd in rapidly imitating the best im- 
ported machinery, as Mr. Carpenter has 
graphically shown in ‘the letters which 
have been pubhehed from week to week 
in The Times. Then, again, Japan, which 
hee rapidly come to the front during the 
past few years in ‘the line of manufac- 
curing, will prove an active competitor of 
the United States and Europe in supply- 
ing the long-unfelt wants of the Chinese. 

As we remarked recently, in comment- 
img upon this same subject, the whole 
world may well look with deep interest, 
not unmixed with anxiety, on the awaken- 
ing of this giant power, which hase esiept, 
not only for centuries, but for thousands 
of years, oblivious to what has been go- 
ing on around it.

CULAACAN (Mex.,) May 1.—(Speciat Cor- 
respondence.) Cities partake of the char- 
acteristics of their inhabitants. In Culia- 
can its citizens wash their necks and ears 
and hands and faces and feet before retir- 
ing, and in the morning take a bath. The 
city is abreast with its citizens. Its streets 
are paved with cobblestones, the property- 
owners adjacent thereto are compelled by 
law to sprinkle and sweep to the center 
of the etreet morning and evening, or pay 
a fine of 50 cents a house, the fine increas- 
ing with the second and subsequent of- 
fenses. Culiacan is the cleanest city I 
have yet seen in Mexico.

When he learned that facts were 
in request, he braced himself, feet well 
apart, extended his left hand and pointed 
to the palm with his right-hand digit 
finger, as if to imdicate that the facts 
were contained in his left hand, and ele- 
vating and depreesing his mus taches in 
an impressive manner, proceeded to re- 
mark: 


“No strikes in Mexico. No combinations 
of capital. Artificial does not count here. 
We go natural. Supply and demand gov- 
erns here. It’s 'we give so much. If Fran- 
cisco Don Al Var Kas de Riercenie does 
not work to suit, we fire him and hire 
another, and there is nothing to arbi- 
trate. The manufacturer who invests his 
money in this country is permitted to at- 
tend to his own business, and is not sur- 
prised at seeing other people attending tc 
theirs. The way to invest is to associate 
yourself with a Mexican, examine his 
books, see for yourself what the profits 
are, and whether they are susceptible of in- 
crease. If it figures right, buy in, secure 
yourself by safe collaterals, and then at- 
tend to your own business. Twenty-five 
‘and 30 per cent. is getting here.”

A NOVEL JAGUAR HUNT

AN OUTBURST OF KINGLY TEMPER. 

A few years later, when the Princess 
was of an age to profit by an acquaint- 
ance with different places jn her country, 
her mother, wishing to initiate her in the 
part she was one day destined to play, 
and to*bring her in contact with the popu- 
lation, made frequent excursions here and 
there In the kingdom, and’ she exacted that 
royal honors, such as the firing of guns, 
and presentation of addresses should be 
paid to her daughter. Thig roused the 
displeasure of King William IV., and he 
forbade salutes, addresses and all other 
demonstrations and ceremonies, and at 
length found an opportunity for giving 
vent to his indignation. 

A private dinner of a hundred covers was 
given at Windsor on the 2ist of August, 
1836, to celebrate the King’s birthday. 
The Duchess of Kent sat on the King’s 
right, one of his sisters on his left. 
Queen Adelaide proposed the King’s health, 
and by way of answer His Majesty de- 
livered the following outrageous speech 
It “a loud voice and excited manner: “I

trust in God that my life may be spared 
for nine months longer, after which pe- 
riod, in the event of my death, no regency 
would take place. I should then have the 
satisfaction of leaving the royal authority 
to the personal exercise of that young 
lady (pointing to the Princess,) and not in 
the hands of a person near me, who is 
surrounded by evil advisers and who is 
herself incompetent to act with propriay 
in the station in which she would 

I have no hesitation in saying 
that I have been insulted, grossly and 
coftinually insulted, by that person, but 
I am determined to endure no longer a 
course of behavior so disrespectful to me. 


THE PRINCESS, AGED EIGHT YEARS. 


Among many other things, I have partic- 
ularly to complain of the manner in which 
that young lady has been kept away from 
my court; she has been repeatedly kept 
from my drawing-rooms, at which she 
ought always to have been present; but I 
am fully resolved that this shall not hap- 
pen again. I would have her know that I 
am King, and I am determined to have 
my authority respected, and for the future 
I shall command that the Princess do, 
upon all occasions, appear at my court as 
it is her duty to do.” 

What a scene! The Queen was in great 
distress, the Princess burst into tears, and 
the whole company was aghdst. As for 
the aggrieved and insulted ‘Duchess of 
Kent, she said not a word, but announced 
her immediate departure and ordered her 
carriage. 

However, a sort of reconciliation was 
patched up and she was prevailed upon to 
stay till next day. 

THE SEVERITY OF THE DUCHESS. 

Admitting even that the Duchess of 
Kent was inclined to be too authoritative, 
it must be allowed that her training of 
the Princess was, on the whole, excellent. 
It would have been equally unfortunate 
for her and for England had George IV. 
carried out his oft-repeated threat of 
withdrawing his niece from her mother’s 
control. The Duke of Wellington con- 
trived to prevent open quarrels by put- 
ting off the thing, says Greville, whenever 
the King spoke of it. 

“After the death of the Duke of Kent,” 
said one day the Duchess to Wildam Wil- 
berforce, ‘‘we stood alone almost unknown 
and friendless*in this eountry. I .could 
not even speak the language. I did not 
hesitate to act. I gave up my home, my 
kindred and other duties, to devote myself 
to a duty which was to be the sole object 
of my future’ life.”” And to this tome 
training are due the domestic virtues 
which have made the Queen so popular. 

Indeed, it may be said that from the 
time of her father’s death to that of her 
accession, the Princess was scarcely ever 
ten minutes out of her mother’s sight by 
day or night, except in her infant years, 
during her airings out or on the very rare 
occasions when the Duchess dined out. 
THE BABY PRINCESS HAD A MIND OF 

HER OWN. 

There was a possible danger in this sys- 
tem of destroying all spontaneity of will, as 
also all originality of thought; but nothing 
came of it.

Hearst 
was @ really great man. He was a rough 
diamond, but ha was a solitaire of the pur- 
est water. I first met him ip 1870, and I was 
associated ‘with him, more or legs, up to 
the time of his death. Hearst wes born in 
‘Missouri, about eixty miles from St. Louis, 
along late in the twenties. He came over- 
land to Oaliformia in 1851, with about $100 
in his pocket. He went into the mines as 
soon as he got to California, sometimes 
handling the pick for others for wages, 
and sometimes working his own claims.

GRORGE HEARST’S MARRIAGE. 

“This was about 1859. He had now 
been away from home about eight years, 
and his Hfe had been so busy that he had 
hardly written back to his people to tell 
them how he was getting along. It was 
so full of ups and downs that he said 
nothing about his business operations, and 
the family did not know whether he was 
poor or rich. About 1860 he put his busi- 
\ ness in the hands of an agent and went 
back to Missouri to visit his mother. The 
Hearsts were simple country people in 
Missouri, and when he came back home. 
bringing some presents with him it was 
thought by them that he might possibly 
be worth as much as $10,000. During his 
stay there was a picnic some distance 
from the place where they were living, 
and Hearst invited twenty or thirty le 
to go with him. To the horror of s 
mother, he hired a special car for the 
oceasion. She remonstrated with him 
upon his extravagance, but he told her he 
could stand it, and he afterward showed 
her how rich he really was. It was dur- 
ing this visit that he met his future wife, 
Miss Phoebe Apperson. She lived near by. 
He fell in love with her and asked her to 
marry him. He did not say he was rich, 
nor did he tell her parents of his financial 
standing. They decidedly objected to the 
match. They thought that California was 
about as far off as Kamschatka, and they 
forbade Phoebe to have anything to do 
with him. Miss Phoebe, however, was in 
love with George Hearst, and the result 
was a runaway match. Even efter his 
marriage he did not tell his wife about 
his riches. She had an idea that he was 
only moderately well-to-do, and that they 
would Hve mruch like the families about 
them in.’ Missouri. She expected to have 
to do her own cooking, especially after 
she had asked Hearst as to the price of 
servants, and was told that the poorest of 
them in California got from $40 to $50 a 
month.

She was well educated when: she 
left Missouri, but she kept up her studies 
after her marriage.

She 
made George Hearst a splendid wife. Her 
business judgment is excellent, and she 
is amply able to manage her vast estate.

SOME OF HEARST’S SPECULATIONS. 

“Few of the California miliionaires had 
more ups and downs than George Hearst,” 
continued Gen. Greathouse.

$12,000,000. It was not far from Sait 
Lake City, and I was with Hearst at the 
time he and a lot of English experts were 
jooking at it. The English experte said 
it was the greatest mine in the world, 
and gome of them came nearly every 
night into Hearst's room to try and get 
his opinion wpon it. He said but little at 
first, but one night I heard him advise 
one of the Englishmen to go slow and be 
careful as to bis report upon it. The ex- 
pert, however, said he was satisfied that 
it was a great mine, and he ~s9 re- 
ported. The result was that it was capi- 
talized for a vast sum and the stockhold- 
ers expected to get from $25,000,000 to

There are twelve of them, and each is 
formed of a large diamond set round with 
sixteen other diamonds, perfect in shape 
and color. The late Mrs. August Belmont 
had the finest sapphires in this country. 
Mrs. Leland Stanford has a most magnifi- 
cent corsage ornament in diamonds, rep- 


resenting roses, violets, ivy leaves and 


other floral designs, that came out most 
superbly at the time I saw them against 
a white satin bodice. This, by-the-by, 
was at a reception given by President 
Harrison, and the story was told that 
a detective kept close to Mrs. Stanford 
wherever she went. Rubies are not ap- 
preciated here as they deserve to be. It 
is said of the Princess of Wales that she 
has the finest. collar of pearls in 
the world. This is arranged in five 
strings, fitted closely about the throat 
with clasps of perfect Burmese rubies at 
intervals of every ten pearls.
